those days. Tho mutter was investigat- 
ed, and Paul Jones was fully acquitted.

disproved, Ho returned to Scotland onc»

lions is of great benefit to the breediu 
interests of tbat isle, and if in trod nee 
bare it would prove similarly berjon'oia 
In these days of depression good eta: 
lions are scarce in the farming commu 
cities. Some four or five 'years ago, 
when the boom was in full forae, tber 
Were too many stallions in almost ever; 
district throughout the whole Uuitet 
States, but in the years which bav 
elapsed since then, say, since 1890 
scarcely one stallion has been taken 
from dealers' or breeders' bands wher 
there were ten during the three or fon 
preceding years. Iu 188G and tbe thre 
following years thousands of draft an 
ooach stallions were imported from be 
yond tbo seas, and tho breeders of trot 
tors in this country sold to country stal 
lioners, farmers and othor small breed 
ers a vast number of stallions, yonug 
and old. Dealers and breeders combiuet 
served to place far too m:my stallion? 
in tho farming communities of the na 
tion. Every farmer soon had a yardfn 
of horses of evory possible kind, color, 
condition 
and 
conformation. 
There 


were too many of them, and dealers, 
taking advantage of the 
situation, 


forced prices down to tho very lowos! 
possible limit. Raising the cry of over- 
production, they havo drammed it into 
tho ears of breeders till many of them. 
have gone out of the business altogeth- 
er, and though dealers have now to pay 
a little more Co tho producer than thoy 
had some time ago thoy tiro still taking 
advantage of tho scare they inaugurated 
and so assiduously fostered when they 
had tho opportunity to do so. Following 
closely on the groat fall ia prices caiuo 
tho general depression in all business 
circles. It was hard for farmers to bor- 
row monoy. 
Conservative men did not 


cnro to undertake tho payment of any 
large sum, and tho result is that many 
of the breeding districts aro absolutely 
barren of good stallions. 


On tlio contrary, some few astute 


buyers took advantage of tho excessively 
low prices nnd bought at the largo sales 
held in New York and other cities well 
bred young stallions that havo since 
wrought great improvement on tho 
equine stock of tho distriocs to whicl: 
they wore taken. 
There is not tho 


slightest doubt that thero is now a 
marked scarcity ot good horses of all 
kinds, and, what is more, thore has 
sprung up an export demand for certain 
classes that promises before loug to ab- 
sorb all tho offerings raitablo to tho 
wants of foreign countries. At tiio pama 
time, however, thoro is still visible 
among tho smaller brooders, farmers 
and stallionurs a marked disinclination 
to invest any largo sum in tho purchase 
of a stallion, and, moreover, tho breed- 
ers havo become moro discriminating, 
which necessitates the purchase of a 
better clnss of stallious than was de- 
manded during tho boom times. Thcio 
nre on many of the greater farms n 
large 
number of excellent stallions 


which, if distributed over tho variona 
breeding farming districts, would pro- 
duce very salable horses that iu a few 
years would command good prices. Yet 
the unwillingness to tie up the money 
necessary to purcbri.io thorn prevents 
this distribution. 
No groat amount of 


capital would be necessary if in these 
breeding farming districts u number of 
breeders would band themselves to- 
B«thor and Ie:no stallions suitable to 
their nocds. A stated sum may bt> paid ! 
in a lump to tho ownor, or a certain j 
number of mares at a stated fee may bo I 
guaranteed bin] for aim or moro seasons. 
No risk is thus undertaken by tho breed-
